The Damascus-based Eritr- 
ean News Agency, run by the 
Eritrean Liberation Front-Re- 
volutionary Council said, how- 
ever, that intermittent fight- 
ing was still going on about 
five kilometres from the gue- 
rrilla-besieged city. 

It said Ethiopian military 
authorities had moved power- 
ful reinforcements in prepara- 
tion for another major offen- 
sive.

Jordan, Poland call for wideranging 
increase in bilateral cooperation 


VIENNA, May 26 (JNA). — 
His Royal Highness Crown Pr- 
ince Hassan arrived here to- 
day from Poland, where a jo- 
int communique issued in Wa- 
rsaw after his four-day official 
visit there said all available 
opportunities should be seized 
to increase bilateral coopera- 
tion between Jordan and Pol- 
and in the economic, techni- 
cal trade, ^cultural and scien- 
tific fields. 

Poland and Jordan condem- 
ned Israeli “expansionist and 
aggressive” policies and its 
invasion of south Lebanon, 
and said that a Middle East 
peace settlement has to be ba- 
sed on a full Israeli withdra- 
wal from occupied Arab lan- 
ds. along with the recognition 
of the Palestinian people’s 
national rights. This must in- 
clude their right to set up th- 
eir own state, in such a way 


that a peace settlement also 
guarantees the security and 
independence of all states in 
the area, the communique sta- 
ted. 

Prince Hassan today met 
with the Chairman of Poland's 
Council of State, Mr. Henryk 
Jablonski, and he invited Mr. 
Jablonski and his deputy to 
visit Jordan. The invitations 
were accepted, the -communi- 
que said. 

Prince Hassan and Princess 


Sarvath visited the port city 
of Gdansk on Thursday, and 
Prince Hassan also had a mee- 
ting with Arab ambassadors 
in Warsaw. 

Prince Hassan’s visit was 
the highest level contact bet- 
ween Poland and Jordan since 
diplomatic relations were est- 
ablished in 1964. 

The Crown Prince is in Aus- 
tria for a two-day visit -at 
the invitation of Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky. 


Addressing the U.N. Gener- 
al Assembly at its special ses- 
sion on disarmament, Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko also asserted that next 
weeks NATO summit confere- 
nce in Washington was to pre- 
pare a new military buildup 
into the 1980s. 

But he spoke optimistically 
of the prospects for agreeme- 
nt in the SALT talks with the 
U.S., which wOI resume over 
the week aid. 

It now was possible to re- 
solve the remaining issues on 
strategic arms limitation, he 
said. 

Responding to U.S. Vice Pr- 
esident Walter Mondale’s sh- 
arp attack on the Soviet dep- 
loyment of the SS-20 nuclear 
missile in Europe, Mr. Gromy- 
ko called the criticism a bid 
to trump up the "myth” of a 
Soviet threat. 

Was it not true that Ame- 
rican nuclear and missile we- 
apons were primarily aimed 
’in the easily predictable dir- 
ection 7” And why were they 
deployed in Europe at all ?, 
Mr. Gromyko asked. 

Mr. Gromyko said it was 
particularly urgent to prevent 
the development of new types 
of mass destruction weapons. 

President Carter has delay- 
ed a decision on development 
of the neutron weapon pen- 
ding a review of the Soviet 
position. The weapon is inte- 
nded as a possible counter to 
a large superiority of Soviet 


armour in Europe, -the 
says. 

“The Soviet Union favours 
a complete prohibition of neu- 
tron weapons and not because 
we would be' unable to meet 
this challenge in a proper 
way,” Mr. Gromyko said. 

“What happened in the case 
of atomic and then thermonuc- 
lear weapons bears that out. 
We are in principle against 
adding a new dimension to the 
arms race.” 

The Soviet Union did not 
intend to begin producing ne- 
utron weapons unless the 
U.S. or any other state did 
so, Mr. Gromyko said. 

"Neutron weapons must be 
banned once and for all,” he 
said. 

Mr. Gromyko advised using 
what he called the present fa- 
vourable conditions for promo- 
ting disarmament accords. 
“The reality of the present sit- 


uation is such that there exi- 
sts approximate equality or 
parity m the military field, 
sufficient to ensure defence, 
something that is recognised 
by both sides,” he said. 

Referring to die negotiatio- 
ns between the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union on strategic ar- 
ms limitation --the so-called 
SALT talks -- the Soviet mi- 
nister said many of the diffi- 
culties ‘had been overcome 
and it was possible to resolve 
the remaining issues. 

'Immediately after signing 
the agreement which is now- 
being prepared, the Soviet Un- 
ion would be ready to enter 
into negotiations which shou- 
ld lead -- with all the neces- 
sary factors taken into accou- 
nt -- to a substantial reduc- 
tion, I repeat reduction, of the 
levels of strategic arms and 
to a further limitation of 
their qualitative improveme- 
nt,” he said.

Vance to meet

NEW YORK, May 25 (R). 
— U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance will meet tire 
foreign ministers of China 
and Egypt on June 2 in New 
York, a senior U.S. official 
said here today. 

He said Mr. Vance wo- 
uld return to New York 
from Washington for the 
meetings which take place 
during the special United 
Nations disarmament sess- 
ion.

PARIS, May 26 (AP). — Pre- 
sident Mobutu Sese Seko of 
Zaire has ordered his troops 
to clear civilians from a 65- 
mile stretch of Shaba Prov- 
ince and create a free -fire zo- 
ne to block further infiltration 
of rebels from bases in Ango- 
la. 

After Thursday’s announce- 
ment by the French Defence 
Ministry that It was withdra- 
wing troops from southern 
Zaire, Mobutu told a news 
conference he was evacuating 
the area along Zaire’s border 
with Zambia and Angola and 
ordering bis forces to “shoot 
at anything that moves with- 
in the area. 

The Defence Ministry said 
ail of the 600 paratroopers dr- 
opped into the copper-mining 
city of Kolwezi last week had 
begun their withdrawal to the 
provincial capital of Lubumb- 
ashi prior to their return to 
France. 

Zairian troops, aided by 
a contingent of 100 Morocca- 
ns, will take over responsibi- 
lity for secu-vty in the area, 
the ministry said. 

Mobutu, in Paris to discuss 
defence measures for Zaire, 
said at the news conference 
he was not informed in adva- 
nce of the French withdrawal. 


but he avoided criticism of 
French President Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing. 

The president did not sa Y 
whether he had asked the Fr- 
ench to remain in Zaire. 

Despite continued assertio- 
ns to the contrary by Mobutu, 
a spokesman for the French 
Defence Ministry said there 
was “absolutely no evidence” 
of the presence of Cubans on 
Zaire territory. He said the 
invaders, an estimated 4,000 
troops probably were trained 
by Cubans in Angola. 

Mobutu said intelligence in- 
formation indicated that a gr- 
oup of exiled opponents of his 
government living in Belgium, 
Zaire’s former coldbial ruler, 
bad travelled to Havana to 
work out final details of the 
invasion. 

U.S. President Carter, spea- 
king to reporters in Chicago 
on Thursday, said the invasion 
was mounted in Angola and 
was aided by the Cubans. Cu- 
ba has denied involvement. 

Cuba and Angola “must be- 
ar a heavy responsibility” for 
the violence and killing in Za- 
ire, Carter said. 

The president also said Am- 
erican participation in the ef- 
fort to rescue foreigners from 
southern Zaire was nearly co- 
mplete and U.S. transport pla- 


nes used in the operation wo- 
uld return to their bases soon. 

Meanwhile, Nathan ial Mbu- 
mba, chief of the rebel force 
that invaded southern Zaire, 
says his attack created an “ir- 
reversible situation” that will 
grow and topple President 
Mobutu. 

Mbumba, in a copyrighted 
interview in the Paris-based 
magazine Afrique-Asie, claim- 
ed his forces had been in Sha- 
ba Province all along, since 
their first attack in March 
1977 was baited with the help 
of ' Moroccan soldiers transpor- 
ted in French planes. 

“We had hidden in our jun- 
gle bases to prepare for the 
action that took place in the 
last few days,” he added. 

Mbumba disputed Western 
reports that the rebel forces of 
his Congo National Liberation 
Front were trained by Cubans 
at bases in Angola. Only “Co- 
ngolese instructors” were in- 
volved, he said. The Congo 
is the former name of Zaire. 

“The spectre of Soviet-Cu- 
ban penetration is only a su- 
bterfuge to provide alibis for 
intervention by Western pow- 
ers,” he added. “What has ju- 
st happened has created an 
irreversible situation that will 
develop until Mobutu’s fall.” 


SPRINGFIELD, Illinois, May 26 
(R) — President Carter annou- 
nced today that he would con- 
fer in Washington tomorrow 
with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyo on world issues 
and Soviet- Am erican relations, 

Mr. Carter, answering ques- 
tions from members of the Illi- 
nois state legislature after ad- 
dressing them in a joint session 
here, did not specify what to- 
pics he and Mr. Gromyko would 
discuss. 

But White House officials 
said they expected the talks 
would cover U.S.-Soviet nego- 
tiations on a new Strategic 
Aims Limitation (SALT) agree- 
ment as well as the president’s 
concern over Soviet and Cuban 
military activities in Africa. 

“It is not easy to negotiate 
with the Russians on. a SALT 
agreement, which is crucial to 
qur -country, and not let its 
accomplishment be prevented 
by unwarranted Soviet intru- 
sions with their Cuban surro- 
gates in Africa,’’ Mr. Carter 
said. 

The Soviet foreign minister, 
who is attending the United 
Nations special session on dis- 
armament, conferred yesterday 
with Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance in New York and was 
going to Washington later to- 
day for more discussions with 
him. 

At a press conference in Chi- 
cago yesterday, the president 
denounced what he called Cu- 
ba’s key role in training and 
equipping Katangan rebels that 
invaded Zaire’s southern Shaba 
Province from Angola last we- 
ek. 

He also said Soviet human 
rights abuses and involvements 
in Africa could bring about a 
climate of public opinion that 


would jeopardise US. Senate 
ratification of a new SALT 
treaty. 

The president today gave 
a fresh assurance that the 
United States, while improving 
relations with “moderate” 
Arab states, would never we- 
aken its commitment to Israel’s 
security. 

He spoke about Israel when 
one legislator told him that 
his Jewish constituents fear- 
ed the sale of American war- 
planes to Saudi Arabia and 
Egypt which the U.S. senate 
approved on May 15 threate- 
ned Israel. 

Mr. Carter said: 'The spe- 
cial relationship between the 
United States and Israel still 
stands.” 

PFLP TO CONTINUE

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The Israeli Supreme Court's order to halt work 
on establishing a new Jewish settlement in the 
occupied West Bank is a novel twist in the history 
of Zionist colonialism in Palestine. We are, however, 
unconvinced of the Israeli Supreme Court’s benign 
motives in ordering land clearing work temporarily 
halted at the site of the Gush Emunim settlement 
planned near the Palestinian village of Nabi Saleh, 
north of occupied Jerusalem. And we suggest to 
others that before they laud the Israeli Supreme 
Court's great humanitarian motives, they should 
keep in mind the standard Zionist tactics of taking 
one step backwards now in order to take three steps 
forward later. 

Imagine the following scenario : The Supreme 
Court of Israel hears the arguments of the Gush 
Emunim settlers and, after some very dramatic soul 
searching, the court decides that, yes indeed, God 
gave the land to Abraham, and Israel today is the 
living personification of Abraham's cherished desire 
to send bulldozers all over the West Bank to clear 
land for new Jewish settlers. So the Supreme Court 
finally says that the Gush Emunim movement is 
fundamentally within its rights in establishing new 
settlements, but, to make things easier for those 
American congressional committees that have to 
meet every once in a while to review how Israel is 
spreading democracy and human rights throughout 
the Holy Land, the Supreme Court adds a clever 
legal condition : any new settlements have to be 
approved by the government of Israel. 

So we shall probably end up in a situation where 
the Supreme Court of Israel has strengthened the 
Zionist movement to colonise Palestinian areas under 
Israeli occupation, and not, as Initial events this 
week may lead some to believe, to weaken that 
movement.

Latakia-Tartous highway, the latest in a 
series of USAID-financed projects in Syria

DAMASCUS, — A team of 
American specialists was in 
Syria ea riier thin month to 
carry out feasibility stu- 
dies on a proposed U.S. Ag- 
ency for International Deve- 
lopment (USAID) financed hi- 
ghway linking port cities 
of T-atafriA and Taxtous. 

• The highway when constr- 
ucted will serve a threefold 
purpose; 

1. Move Syrian cargo to 
and from both ports; 

2 . Provide more efficient 
aprftM to the port of Baniyas 
at a city midway between La- 
t v i a and Tartous where an 
oil refinery ^ cement facto- 
ry are under construction; and 

3. Enhance transit traffic 
on existing roads in the area. 

The Latakia-Tartous road is 
one of three new highways 
planned by the Syrian govern- 
ment to originate in Latakia. 
Depending cm its feasibility, 
(USAID) has expressed a wil- 
lingness to finance the design 
and construction of the Lata- 
kia-Tartous highway. 

USAID is, however, picking 
up the tab for feasibility stu- 
dies for all three highways. 
Reports for the, Latakia-Tar- 
tous highway should be com- 
pleted by Aug. 1. Feasibility 
studies for the remaining two 
roads have a scheduled dead- 
line of January 1979. 

A USAID financed consult- 
ing team has been researching 
the economic and technical 
justification for constructing 


the proposed highways since 
January of year. 

Initial questions range from 
the type of highway to be 
constructed to what type of 
traffic - - agricultural, indust- 
rial, transit tourist -- will 
use the route, how many lath- 
es are necessary to support 
traffic, and where the best ali- 
gnment will be. 

Specialists are at work ch- 
ecking soils, carrying out en- 
vironmental studies, compiling 
traffic counts, and determining 
the overall transport economy. 
Bridge engineers, cost estima- 
tors and even an archaeolo- 
gist have been called In to 
contribute reports that will 
make up the preliminary de- 
sign for the project. 

Foreign exchange costs for 
the road are estimated at $50 
to $60 million. 

The Latakia-Tartous high- 
way represents the latest in 
a series of projects financed 
by the USAID mission to Sy- 
ria since relations were resu- 
med by the two countries in 
1974. 

In February 1975, the Ini- 
tial package of U.S. economic 
assistance to Syria comprised 
a $1. milli on programme to up- 
grade technical training of 
Syrian professionals in U.S. 
institutions; $4 million in fea- 
sibility and technical studies; 
and $20 milli on in agricultural 
and construction equipment 
for Syrian development efforts. 

In June 1975, another $10 
million was allocated for addi- 
tional agricultural and const- 
ruction equipment and $48 
million was channeled into a 


project with EtaWissement 
Public des Eaux de FIGEH 
which is already supplying 
water to Damascus to upgra- 
de and expand the municipal 
water system in D am a s c us . 

In July 1976, USAID signed 
an agreement to finance con- 
struction of the $46 million 
Damascus-Dera’a highway. 

Another $17 million has be- 
en committed for an irrigation 
maintenance project at Raqaa 
in connection with agricultur- 
al development utilizing wat- 
ers from the Euphrates and 
the reservoir behind the new 
Tsfeqa Dam. 

USAID is also providing 
teachers for an English lang- 
uage training centre at the 
Syrian State Planning Institu- 
te. Six American English lan- 
guage specialists from Geor- 
getown University in Washin- 
gton, D.C. conduct four 11- 
week sessions each year. 

This English language prog- 
ramme prepares Syrian gover- 
nment employees who will la- 
ter go to the U.S. for advanc- 
ed technical training. These 
Include engineers, doctors, ag- 
riculturalists, tourism speciali- 
sts and representatives of the 
petroleum industry. Since the 
first group left for file U.S. 
in December 1975, more than 
200 Syrian officials have retur- 
ned from training courses in 
the U.S. 

As well as this USAID is 
also cooperating with the Sy- 
rian Ministry of Health in na- 
tional health planning and in 
a project slated for late 1978 
that will upgrade and expand 
training of laboratory tedhni-

dans and public health work- 
ers In the Technical Health 
Institute. 

In reference to the Damas- 
cus-Dera’a highway, Gordon B. 
Ramsey, Director of the USAID 
mission to Syria, explained: 

"This is a new highway on 
a different alignment than the 
present road from Damascus 
to the Jordan border. 

“The Damascus-Dera’a road 
project now is at the stage 
of contracting for a consult- 
ing engineer to supervise con- 
struction. Whereas the engi- 
neering and construction staff 
will be Americans, the sub- 
contractors and labourers will 
be Syrians. 

“A provision of USAID lo- 
ans -- made on highly conce- 
ssional terms --is that they 
be implemented with Ameri- 
can firms. U.S. services and 
commodities may be more ex- 
pensive than those of some 
countries, but they also rep- 
resent good American techno- 
logy, dependability and know- 
how. 

“Nonetheless, starting up a 
new programme in a foreign 
country and learning each 
other’s procedures and meth- 
ods of executing projects can 
be a delaying factor.” 

Through fiscal 1977, obliga- 
tions of USAID funds to Sy- 
ria amounted to $258 million. 
An additional $90 mlillion is 
earmarked for fiscal year 1978 
(ending Sept. 30) making a 
total of $348 million since 
1974. 

The separately administered 
PL 480 Food for Peace Prog- 
ramme has signed agreements 
representing approximately 
$75 million from 1974 to the 
present- 

Overall, this represents a 
hefty $423 million package of 
American aid to Syria within 
a four-year period.

The way I see it 

Historic Jomantic..ancient.. Jordan could be a haven for the tourist 


The following £s a personal commentary by Mrs. NAJMA QUADER 
on touristic aspects of Jordan, and what she feels could be (tone 
to attract even more tourist trade than at present. The Jordan 
Times welcomes any such commentaries from its readers onany 
aspects of life in Jordan. 


Twelve months have passed 
since I first came to Jordan. 
In that time I have watched 
with great interest the vigour 
and resolve with which the 
government and people have 
been trying to organise touri- 
sm here - - not only as a fore- 
ign exchange earner, but also 
I am sure with a view to pro- 
jecting with pride the culture, 
beauty and history of this 
land. 

It is the eye of the outsider 
that perceives much more than 
the native In his own country. 

1 tried to see beyond what a 
professional guide could show 
me in the historical monume- 
nts, or the mystifying beauty 
of the Bedouin desert. I tried 
to learn more than he could 
tell me about the archaeologi- 
cal sites, or the many cultures 
that have left their mark down 
the centuries. What had not 
been shown? What had not 
been talked about? What had 
not been "discovered by the 
world outside?” In my search 
for answers I came across in- 
teresting observations, a few 
of which T would like to share 
with others. 

It was by sheer chance that 


while returning from a picnic 
with friends on the hills of Zai 
we happened to pass and stop 
at the tomb of prophet Yus ha. 
Coming from a part of the 
world which pays great reve- 
rence to figures of Islamic his- 
tory, and even beyond that to 
the men of God who lived ea- 
rlier, I was indeed thrilled to 
have visited this grave. 

It is housed in a simple ro- 
om, partitioned into two - - 
but what fascinated me was 
the unusual length (8-10 met- 
res) of the grave itself. I have 
been told that many more re- 
sting places of .prophets, ^and 
the companions of the prophet 
Mohammad are scattered all 
over Jordan. The Ashab A1 Kahf 
or the cave of the seven men 
and the dog, well-known in 
both Biblical and Islamic ac- 
counts, also lies in the hills 
of Jordan. To many people 
such places could have a deep- 
ly emotional significance. 

Though young as a political 
entity, Jordan's roots are em- 
bedded in religious antiquity. 
It’s history is therefore, much 
richer than its geography and 
this fact awaits being made 
known to the world. The fo- 


cus of western scholars b now 
turned upon Islam, its histo- 
ry, its culture and its great 
contribution to the progress of 
civilisation. A thorough study 
and a systematic survey, could 
lead to worthwhile results and 
thus open up a completely 
new vista in “religious" tour- 
ism. 

The hopes and aspirations 
reflected in the progress and 
development and blended so 
harmoniously with its old tra- 
ditions, has lent a unique cha- 
racter to Jordan. The tourist 
trade has great potential, and 
only needs some chiselling 
and polishing, to bring it up 
to international standards. 
A traveller who has been to 
different parts of the globe, 
must have been through ex- 
periences, that have either 
made or marred the joy of 
travelling for him. 

The tourist arrives tired and 
nervous at his destination. 
The efficiency with which be 
is handled at the airport is 
very important. Quick clear- 
ance at immig ration, prompt 
checking by customs, a wel- 
coming word and a ready ans- 
wer from the information bo- 
oth, would no doubt mean a 
lot to a foreigner. 

Much attention has been 
paid to deluxe and giant five- 
star hotels but these do not 
cater to the requirements of 
the ordinary tourist. He usu- 
ally belongs to the lower or 


middle Income group, .someti- 
mes even spending his life’s 
savings to make such a trip. 
He needs the reassuring com- 
fort of a small, clean, respect- 
able hotel where he can feel 
more at home and which trill 
be suitable to his pocket. Pay- 
ing guest accommodation with 
local families, for a visitor 
who is keen to learn about 
the way of life here, is ano- 
ther prospect which may be 
looked into. Rest bouses in 
smaller towns or near tourist 
spots would be very popular 
with the tourist 

Souvenirs are a “must" 
item for a foreign visitor. He 
seeks locally made articles to 
cany back with him as gifts 
or tokens of pleasant memo- 
ries. More shops, with tradi- 
tional handicrafts would be a 
great attraction to tourist tra- 
ffic. 

Quite often one comes ac- 
ross a customer asking for 
wares he has perhaps read 


about -- such as the woven 
rugs of Madabft - * and sew 
him going away disappomted. 
A country-wide search for 
stylized folk art and handma- 
de goods, culminating in a na- 
tional exhibition would, I am 
sure produce hitherto little 
known products and a useful 
insight into traditional skills. 
The patronage given by the go- 
vernment to cottage industries 
would promote and encourage 
the villager to supplement his 
livelihood with such occupat- 
ions. This would perhaps, even 
though in a small measure^ al- 
so help to stem the influx of 
the rural population into the 
already crowded urban areas: 
Information centres handling 
tourist traffic should be es- 
tablished at the airport in ho- 
tels and at key spots in cities 
and towns where one could 
readily get practical informat- 
ion, brochures and maps. The- 
se centres, manned by people 
speaking one or two foreign

OPEC may be forced 
to replace dollar if 
decline continues, 
says Iranian premier 

TEHRAN, Iran, May 28 (AP). — Prime Minister Jamshid Amouzegar 
says the world’s major ofl producing countries may be forced to find a sub- 
stitute for the dollar to pay for oil if the value of the U.S. currency conti- 
nues to decline. Unless the United States takes steps to reduce its budget 
deficit, he said, “the dollar is not going to recover and oil producers might 
have to peg oil prices to the World Bank’s standard drawing rights,” a com- 
posite world currency created by the Internationa] Monetary Fund.

Iran, the world’s second 
largest oil-producer is a me- 
mber of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countri- 
es, which decided earlier this 
month in Saudi Arabia to 
keep die dollar as the stand- 
ard pricing currency. 

In an interview with the 
Associated Press. Mr. Amouze- 
gar said OPEC may begin rai- 
sing oil prices annually begin- 
ning next year to encourage 
investment in alternative en- 
ergy sources. 

“It is better that each year 
a small percentage be added 
to die price of oil rather than 
freezing prices three or four 
years and then all of a sud-. 
den in the mid-1980's. we will 
have to double and triple the 
price again,” Mr. Amouzegar 
said > noting that when OPEC 
quadrupled oil prices the im- 
pact on the world economy 
was tremendous OPEC’s base 
price now is $12.70 for a 42- 
gallon barrel. 

Some OPEC countries have 
suggested creating a new unit 
of payment for oil based on a 
combination “basket of cur- 
rencies, but Mr. Amouzegar 
said “for the time being we 
maintain we should stick wi- 
th the dollar because we be- 
lieve the basic structure of 
the American economy is st- 
rong.” 

If the dollar continues to 
weaken, however. OPEC “mig- 
ht be forced” to dump the 
dollar in favour of another pri- 
cing system, tie said. It might 
bfr-djfflcu^ r for OPEC to agree 
on^rourxency boasket because 
the producing nations have 
different trading partners and 
each would back the curren- 
cy that most affected its im- 
ports. 

The prime minister said 
Iran and other OPEC members 
have suffered because of the 
dollar’s weakness but that ch- 


anging to another currency sy- 
stem wouldn’t necessarily sol- 
ve the problem because the 
dollar would be one of the 
currencies in the "basket”. 

Saudi Arabia is the world’s 
leading oil producer. Other 
OPEC members are Algeria, 
Iraq, Kuwait, Venezuela, Ecu- 
ador, Gabon, Indonesia, Libya, 
Nigeria, Qatar, and the Unit- 
ed Arab Emirates. 

On another subject, Mr. 
Amouzegar said international 
terrorists using “the cloak of 


religion” are behind the anti- 
government riots that have 
caused 40 deaths and wides- 
pread destruction in Iran in 
the past five months. 

The protests are led by 
orthodox Moslems opposed to 
Shah Mohammad Reza Pahl- 
avi's policies of modernising 
Iran’s Islamic society..

Mr. Colby, who was dis- 
missed by President Ford In 
November, 1975, as head of 
the CIA, discussed assassi- 
nations in the July issue of 
Playboy. 

He said be would cheer- 
fully have helped to assassi- 
nate Adolf Hitler in 1944. 

■ Asked if the Ugandan pe- 
ople had an obligation to 
kill President Amin he rep- 
lied: l( It would be a moral 
act if they did.” 

On what he thought wo- 
uld happen to the Ugandan 
president, he said: ’1 doubt 
he will die a natural death. 
That’s a prediction. Frn not 
saying that we’re going to 
do anything.” 

Questioned about the 
press, Mr. Colby said the 
CIA had been hurt by its 
sensationalism.

Agricultural 

declaration 


officials endorse 
calling for radical 


change in farm, rural development 


OXFORD. England. May 26 
(R). — Senior agricultural offi- 
cials from 14 developing co- 
untries yesterday endorsed a 
declaration which called for a 
radical change in farm and ru- 
ral development. 

The officials, meeting near 
here in a personal capacity 
with the approval of their go- 
vernments, stated that this 
change was needed if the wo- 
rld’s rural population was to 
escape a tightening poverty 
trap and widening of the 
perilously small margin sepa- 
rating it from famine. 

The document said that all 
too often traditional develop- 
ment and aid policies were so 
“tilted against the fuller mo- 
bilisation of rural manpower 
and potential that the rural 
poor remain poor.” 

It said more than half the 
people of the world and ne- 


arly three-quarters of the pe- 
ople in developing countries 
earned their livelihood from 
rural occupations. Millions had 
barely enough food to keep 
them alive and a sustained eff- 
ort was needed so that the ru- 
ral poor, through their own 
efforts, could earn basic ne- 
cessities, the document add- 
ed. 

The participants included 
representatives of the World 
Bank, the United Nations and 
Food and Agriculture Organi- 
sation (FAO) and the Intern- 
ational Labour Office. 

The conference based its 
declaration on what it called 
the massive evidence of the 
failure of t°o many policies 
and operations to improve ag- 
ricultural and rural develop- 
ments. It called on interna- 
tional and national bodies to 
avoid the mistakes of the past 


and radically revise their st- 
rategy and tactics. 

New technology was need- 
ed but it had to be controlled 
otherwise it could become 
“social dynamite”. 

“This pattern of technolo- 
gy is often unsuited to the 
mass of small farmers and 
labourers,” it said, and often 
made them more dependent 
than independent. 

The conference.-- sponsored 
by the agricultural unit of 
the Overseas Development In- 
stitute, an Independent British 
Trust which works to influen- 
ce policy towards and within 
developing countries, was at- 
tended by officials from Costa 
RJca, Egypt, India, Indonesia, 
Jordan, Kenya, Malaysia, Ne- 
pal, Nigeria, Pakistan, Sierra 
Leone, Sri Lanka, Tanzania 
and Turkey.

They were all aware of 
his uncanny knack of trans- 
posing ' from one of the 
world's all-time hackers to a 
master of technique at the 
table— a veritable Jekyll and 
Hyde of the pasteboards— 
whenever trumps broke 
badly. 

Tommy's bidding was a 
model of restraint. He 
realized that he was showing 
a six-card suit by rebidding 
hearts over his partner’s 
one spade response, and he 
was delighted to hear his 


partner raise him to game. 

West led a low diamond. 
When dummy came down 
the contract appeared so 
simple that the kibitzers 
were already looking for 
ways whereby Tommy could 
butcher it. 

Dummy's eight of dia- 
■monds was allowed to win— 
it gave Tommy a trick he 
did not need. Tommy led a 
trump and the whole com- 
plexion of the hand changed 
when East discarded a club. 
Tommy inserted the seven. 
West won the ten and exited 
with a spade. 

Declarer won the ace of 
spades, crossed to the ace 
of diamonds and led a low 
club. West grabbed the king 
to lead a second spade, 
taken by the king. Declarer 
came to his hand with a dia- 
mond ruff, cashed the ace of 
dobs and ruffed a club in 
dummy. 

Now declarer had to guess 
which suit to ruff to return 
to his hand. Mindful of 
West's queen of diamonds on 
the Last diamond trick, de- 
clarer elected to shorten 
himself by ruffing a spade. 
When West followed, the 
contract was home. 

Tommy was left with the 
ace -jack-nine of trumps 
while West was down to the 
king-queen-three. Tommy 
simply exited with a low 
trump, and West was forced 
to end play himself. After 
winning the queen, he had 
to lead from his king-three 
into declarer's ace-jack 
tenace. Tommy had managed 
to hold his losers to two 
trumps and a club.

F ranee proposes vast 
programme aimed at 
global disarmament 


UNITED NATIONS, May 26 (R)- — France yesterday urged all 35 
nations from Europe and North America that attended the 1975 Helsinki 
Security Conference to meet again to work oat plans for disarmament cov- 
ering the vast region stretching fromthe Atlantic to the Urals. 


President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing, making the first ap- 
pearance by a French head of 
state at the U.N. General As- 
sembly, proposed tbe Europ- 
ean disa rmam ent conference 
as part of an extensive French 
programme to end the global 
arms race. 

Other features of the prog- 
ramme were an international 
system of observation satelli- 
tes to make sure nations keep 
to their disarmament commit- 
ments, a special development 
fund fed by taxes levied on 
heavily armed countries and 
creation of a world institute 
for disarmament. 

France also proposed that 
the existing 30-nation Geneva 
Disarmament Conference un- 
der the co-chairmanship of the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union should be replaced by 
a more representative forum, 
with an open membership and 
equal standing for all partici- 
pants. 


Addressing the U.N. Speci- 
al Assembly on Disarmament, 
Mr. Giscard d’Estaing said: 
“Once these principles have 
been put into practice, France 
will be prepared to discuss 
ways to establish such a body 
and would then participate in 
it.” 

France has never taken 
part in the Geneva disarma- 
ment conference, which was 
boycotted by the late Gen. 
De Gaulle when it opened in 
1962 because he regarded it 
as an instrument for big power 
domination.

The Ethiopian Embassy telephoned a statement to Reuters 
saying: "The Ethiopian government rejects this report as total- 
ly false and unfounded.

"The ambassador of Cuba is currently back in Havana for 
normal consultations with his government.'’ 

Reuters reported from Nairobi Wednesday that diplomats 
in Addis Ababa said the two ambassadors left ten ays ago. 

The embassy said: “The report purports to be based on In- 
formation from unnamed diplomats and quotes the reactionary 
and bourgeois West German newspaper Die Welt.”

France was therefore pro- 
posing studies on the creation 
of a satellite monitoring ag- 
ency, Mr. Giscard d’Estaing 
said. 

Supporting the creation of 
nuclear free zones like that 
set up in Latin America. Mr. 
Giscard d’Estaing said France 
would be willing to help in re- 
stricting conventional amis le- 
vels in such regions by adjus- 
ting its policy on sales of mi- 
litary equipment. 

Mr. Giscard d’Estaing said 
a combined meeting of coun- 
tries of a nuclear free region 
that wanted to set ceilings on 
conventional arms with the 
military supplier countries wo- 
uld be the best way to limit 
sales. 


Carter attacks 
bureaucratic 
“i ran triangle” 


CHICAGO, May 26 (AP), 
— U.S, President Carter ch- 
arged today that an “iron 
triangle” of vested interests 
in Washington threatens his 
efforts to reorganise the fede- 
ral government. 

Mr. Carter, who wis flying 
from Chicago to Springfield 
to address a morning joint 
session of the Illinois State 
Legislature, said in his pre- 
pared text : 

"There is in Washington an 
iron triangle of bureaucracy, 
congressional committees and 
well-organised special intere- 
sts who can manipulate oppo- 
sition to the reforms we ne- 
ed. 

"When the great majority 
of our people would benefit 
from change - - such as civil 
service reform -- and only a 
small minority is opposed, it 
is often only the voice of the 
minority that is heard.” 

Asked about his own slump 
in the public opinion polls, 
Mr. Carter said "We tried to 
address the crucial issues of; 
our nation without being fear- 
ful about political consequen- 
ces. ... 1 am concerned about 
it. I wish my popularity in the] 
country were much higher. 


Kyprianou rebuffs 1I.S. 
effort to revive Cyprus 
inter-communal talks 


NEW YORK, May 26 (R). 
— Cyprus President Spyros 
Kyprianou yesterday rebuffed 
an American attempt to revi- 
ve the Cyprus inter-communal 
talks and criticised the United 
States for trying to mislead 
world opinion over Turkish 
Cypriot proposals which he 
said were totally unaccept- 
able. 

“There is no question of 
convening the inter-communal 
talks,” Mr. Kyprianou said af- 
ter a meeting with U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Cyrus Vance. 

Mr Vance urged Mr. Kypri- 
anou to be flexible in respon- 
se to what the U.S. regards 
as a genuine willingness by 
Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash to negotiate a settl- 
ement with Greek Cypriot le- 
aders, a senior U-S. official sa- 
id.

China, Oman establish 

diplomatic relations 


PEKING, May 26 (R). — 
China and Oman today anno- 
unced they had agreed to est- 
ablish diplomatic relations at 
ambassadorial level and ex- 
change ambassadors. 

It said the agreement was 
signed yesterday in London. 

China now has diplomatic 
relations with 115 countries, 
according to the Foreign Min- 
istry. 


The secretary of state gave 
Mr. Kyprianou clarifications 
on the Turkish Cypriot posi- 
tion received at a meeting 
with Mr. Denktash Wednes- 
day. 

The Carter administration 
is particularly keen to get the 
long-stalled communal talks 
resumed, partly because move- 
ment on the Cyprus dispute 
would remove the main reas- 
on for a 1975 congressional 
arms embargo against Turkey. 

The administration is at 
present preparing for a maj- 
or battle in Congress to over- 
turn the embargo. Greece and 
Greek Cypriots want it main- 
tained. 

Mr. Kyprianou said yester- 
day nothing Mr. Vance told 


him had changed his mind ab- 
out the Turkish Cypriot pro- 
posals. 

“I can only ten you that 
as we heard the various cla- 
rifications, they don't change 
the picture at all ... tbe pro- 
posals remain totally unac- 
ceptable.” 

He also criticised the Car- 
ter administration for publicly 
praising Mr. Denktash’s state* 
meat this week clarifying Tu- 
rkish Cypriot proposals intro- 
duced on April 13. 

“Despite various efforts he- 
re and elsewhere to beautify 
(the proposals) by trying to 
mislead world public opinion 
that there are possibilities of 
improvement ... these propo- 
sals are not liable to improve- 
ment because the very basis 
of the proposals is unaccept- 
able. It is partitionist The 
very concept has to be aban- 
doned,” he said. 

The April 13 proposals wo- 
uld effectively reduce Turkish 
control from 40 to about 36 
per cent of Cyprus. Mr. Den- 
ktash’s recent clarifying sta- 
tement spoke of significant 
territorial adjustments. 

Yesterday’s rebuff ends the 
first round of the administra- 
tion’s effort to revive the 
Cyprus talks, which have be- 
en held under UJ4. auspices 
since 1975.

— Bulent Ecevit, 
Turkey's Prime Minister, said 
today that other countries in 
the North Atlantic Alliance 
should have filled the gap left 
by the U.S. arms embargo, 
but that as a whole the alli- 
ance seemed "indifferent or 
helpless.” 

This, he added, does seri- 


ous damage to its credibility 
though "some did try to do 
something about K” Mr. Ec- 
evit acknowledged. But he did 
not name the countries he 
meant. 

He was speaking at a news 
conference during a visit to 
Belgium, headquarters both of 
the European Common Mar- 
ket and the North Atlantic

The prime minister said af- 
ter a meeting with Roy Jenk- 
ins, President of the EEC’s 
Executive Commission, that 
he was hopeful that “we shall 
be able to find better formu- 
las under which Turkey will 
be able to prepare itself for a 
greater degree of cooperation 
with the community.”
